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7 HEN you use the phrase “Just as I expect- 
y ed!” are you referring to something posi- 
tive that has occurred — or, as with most 
people, do you mean something negative? Do 
you use this expression to describe your feelings 
when a mishap takes place; or would you be 
more apt to use it when you witness a demon- 
stration of the healing power of your word?

It has long been a personal con- 
viction that expectancy controls the amount of 
power released for a demonstration. The 
strength with which you expect the right action 
determine the degree and extent of the result. 
True expectancy comes from utter confidence in 
God — an attitude of complete trust.
